Enlistment Guarantee Program 

In what amounts to a major 

breakthrough in its enlistment 

policies, the United States Navy 

is now offering guaranteed school 

. training in 14 occupational spe- 
cialties. 

According to Chief Robert Jobe. 
the Navy representative in Lowell 
the progra started Januray Ist 
as part of the Navy's empahsis 
on people. Chief Jobe said the 
Navy wants to be even more re- 
sponsive to the desires and apti 
tudes of individuals and thus de 
velop the new program. 

In essence, the new school pro 
gram breaks down some 57 jobs 
specialties into 14 occupational 
categories.

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The Paper Streets 
of Wilmington 


Old Subdivisions, and Paper Streets of Wilmington became 
the big subject, Tuesday night, at the Planning Board meeting. 
A “paper street” is one that was drawn on a plan, probably 
many years ago, but never constructed, and is to be found, for 
instance, in some of the wooded areas of Wilmington. 

During the past year 84 new homes were constructed in 
Wilmington. Many of them were constructed on the so-called 
Paper streets - perhaps over half of them. The increasing 
Pressures of population, and the reluctance of some people 
to pay $8 or 9 thousand for a house lot approved by the Plan- 
ning Board have had an inevitable result. Homes are being 
built on lots that are other than officially approved. 

Some of the members of the Planning Board are not happy 
about homes being built on paper streets, but, suprisingly, 
A. Daniel Gillis had a few words in defense of the new homes. 

“This is a poor man’s town” Gillis said. “So long as a paper 
street exists in this town I will fight for the right of the owner 
of a lot to build, providing that the lots are legal!”
